RE: Procedure in Case of a Major Fire or Earthquake. 

WHAT TO DO IN CASE OF FIRE : 

1. At the first indication of a fire, call the switchboard from the nearest 
inter-campus phone. Be sure to give exact location of the fire. Do not try 
to fight a major fire by yourself. 

2. When notified to evacuate the buildings, do so immediately. 

A. Bring your purse and car keys. 

B. Bring a coat or sweater if you have one with you. 

C. Rooms and offices should be left as follows: 

--lights on 

--all doors closed and unlocked 

--all windows closed 

3. To evacuate the buildings, use the stairway nearest you. If any stairway 
is blocked, use the one easiest of access. 

4. After leaving the building, proceed immediately to the street. You will 
receive further directions when you arrive there. DO NOT TRY TO LEAVE THE 
CAMPUS until you are authorized to do so. 

WHAT TO DO IN CASE OF AM EARTHQUAKE : 

The following instructions are for moderate, major or great earthquakes. 

1. Inside any buildings--get into a corner doorway, under a table, desk or bench. 
Stay away from windows, overhead lights, glass doors, outside walls, or anything 
made of brick or stone. If you can't walk because of the shaking, then crawl 

on all fours. Hatch for falling objects, such as ceilings, light fixtures, etc. 

2. DO NOT TRY TO LEAVE BUILDING DURING THE QUAKE. Stay put until the building 
stops shaking—then find a safe way out. If the lights are out, take a 
flashlight with you. Once outside, proceed to the street or to any area that 
is open and away from buildings which could fall en you. 

3. If you are outside, remain there. 

4. Stay outside until you receive directions to return to where you were. Once 
you are back inside, remember that there are usually several aftershocks, and 
although the intensity of these is less than the original quake, damage may 
still occur. Watch for falling objects and broken glass. 



WHAT STAFF SHOULD DO AFTER AN EARTHQUAKE : 

1) Check for injured persons and, when necessary, provide first aid. If 
anyone is seriously injured, don't move them unless there is danger of 
their being injured more severely. 

CALL FOR HELP(PARAMEDICS) - 483-6721) 

2) Check for fires in the building, and any situation that co&Td'lead to a 
fire. If you smell something hot or burning, check it out carefully. 
(FIRE DEPT. - 493-6721 



3) 



Check the utilities and shut the gas off ONLY if there is a sign that it 
is leaking. If you can't smell gas or hear it leaking, assume it is all 
right. If gas is, or was, leaking make sure there is no smoking or use of 
electrical appliances in the area to avoid fire. 



4) If there are any water pipes damaged, turn off the main valve. 

5) If there are any exposed wires or evidence of wires being shorted out, then 
turn off the electricity at the main box. 

6) Check to be sure sewage lines are not damaged before using toilet facilities. 

7) If you see that utilities outside the buildings are damaged (e.g. - fallen 
wire), contact the authorities.

8) Don't enter any damaged building unnecessarily until you have asessed the 
situation. Allow no one in the building if you do not think they are safe. 

9) Listen to the radio for official reports, information and instructions. Do 
not allow anyone to use the telephone except for reporting emergencies.

PARKING 
REGULATIONS 



The policy of the College is that all automobiles on the Campus must be 
clearly marked as a "Visitor" or as a registered vehicle to be allowed 
to park legally on the grounds of either of Mount St. Mary's College 
Campuses. To be registered, the owner of a vehicle must fill out a * 
registration form and receive a decal . 

Visitors should receive a visitor's permit card either from the depart- 
ment with whom they are visiting or from the Switchboard at either Campus. 
If a visitor blocks a car in any way, it is required that the car keys 
be left with the switchboard attendant so that the automobile may be 
moved if necessary. 

Persons who visit the Campuses regularly for work or class must have a 
valid decal or are subject to parking tickets and possible tow-away. 
The appropriate decal, together with a list of the approved areas, for 
faculty, students, car-pools (Chalon Campus only), administrators and 
staff is available in the Buildings and Grounds Office on the Chalon Campus 
and at the Switchboard in Number 8 on the Do'heny Campus. The color of 
your decal designates the appropriate allocated parking area. For example, 
no student cars are allowed to park behind the Mary Chapel between /:C0 a.m. 
and 5:00 p.m. . 

It should be clearly pointed out that cars parked in "Red Zones" and 
"No Parking-Tow Away" areas are in direct violation of the College 
regulations and prove a hazard to all personnel In the event of an emer- 
gency or interfere with the smooth functioning of the College's operations, 
for this reason, cars illegally parked are suDject to be towed away with- 
out warning . 

Please make it easier on everyone and observe all of the parking regulations 
at all times. Your cooperation is much appreciated.

SIENA DAY IS A WOMEN"S COLLEGE RIGHT FOR YOU? "6 WAYS TO TELL. 

NOTES 

Despite what many people think, applications to women's colleges are 
up for the fifth year in a row--a sign that although the number of 
women-only schools has declined in the past few years, more and more 
students are deciding that a single-sex institution best fits their 
academic and professional plans. Here are two reasons that one might 
want to consider a women's college: 

1. A higher percentage of women on the faculty. 

At most women's colleges, close to half of the tenured professors 
are female--an astounding figure compared to coeducational institu- 
tions where women hold 16.5 percent of the teaching positions. What 
difference does this make for students? Several studies have found 
that a high ratio of women faculty is good for women students: They 
are likely to feel more satisfied with courses because female faculty • 
support and encourage their efforts and give them better career di- 
rection. 

2. Innovative professional courses and curriculum. 

" Although a number of liberal arts colleges are introducing more 
"practical" academic programs, many women's colleges are making special 
efforts in this area. 

One of the more successful programs is the Administration and Legal 
Processes Program at Mills College in California. Students who have 
taken this liberal arts major have the opportunity to intern with 
San Francisco-area corporations, government agencies, law firms, health 
care groups and non-profit organizations. Seventy-six percent of those 
who have majored in this program have gone on to corporate jobs, manage- 
ment training programs, business and law schools. 

The other four reasons will be mentioned in later bulletins. This info- 
mat ion was taken from ^n article in Glamour magazine November 1979. Dr. 
Chandler, president of Scripps College in Claremont, Mary Metter, Pres- 
ident of Mills College in Oakland, and Sister Magdalen Coughlin, Presi- 
dent of Mount St. Mary's College will be our guest panalists at Siena 
Day.

3. Dual -degree programs. 

Science, engineering and business and increasingly popular career choices 
for students at women's colleges. One reason-there are more dual -degree pro- 
grams that offer two undergraduate degrees or an undergraduate and a graduate 
degree in five years. Students who major in math or science for three years 
at Georgia's Spelman College, for example, can then study any of the ten tradi- 
tional engineering areas that are offered by the Georgia Institute of Technology. 
Students earn a bachelor's degree of science from Spelman and a bachelor's or a 
master's degree in engineering from GIT. At least twelve women's colleges have 
dual-degree programs for those v/ho want an M.B.A. Such five year programs are 
real inflation-fighters, since you can save yourself a year of tuition as well 
as room and board costs. 

-4- Programs for part-time students. 

Ninety percent of women's colleges have degree programs for part-tjme stu- 
dents, including weekend classes, external degree programs and formal continuing 
education programs. At the College of Notre Dame in Maryland, for example, 
students have the option of taking courses with returning students like themselves. 
The classes meet once a week and are taught by specially selected faculty members 
who want to work with adult students. The courses can be taken for credit to- 
ward a degree program or audited at a reduced tuition rate. Students -do not have 
to go through a formal admissions process to try out the program. 

5. More opportunities to net involved in extracurricular and academic activities. 
Not only are all leadership positions filled by women, but also you can be 

more active in all phases of club life at women's colleges. Women's colleges 
offer the opportunity for all students to participate in technical areas--jobs 
that men have traditionally volunteered for, such as the lighting crew of a dra- 
matic production, f'any women 's-col lege advocates feel that the more opportunities 
there are for women to work and play together, the more self-confidence they 
can develop. Several studies have found that women are more likely to be verbally 
aggressive and seek positions of leadership if they are not competing with women 
for the attention of men. It is more likely, too, that a student will work as 
a laboratory, teaching oc research assistant at a women's college--positions that 
are more often held by men at coeducational institutions. 

6. Funding for competitive and non-competitive athletics. 

While a women's college is not the best olace to go if you are a top athlete 
(few offer scholarships), it is a good place to be if you simply enjoy being in- 
volved in sports. Three times as much money is being spent on intercollegiate 
programs now as in 1972, and more and more women are trying out for such sports 
as basketball, field hockey and crow. Almost 90 percent of women's colleges 
sponsor intercollegiate sports, and 70 percent have intramural competition as 
well .
